F CAMPING in this part of the 
world is the greatest contribu- 

tion to education in our times, and 
[ believe that it is—then our con- 
cern must be at all times with what 
happens to the camper as a con- 
sequence of his stay with us in 
camp. This article’s titlke—Lost In 
The Camp Crowd—implies major 
concern for campers who constitute 
a problem by their failure to adjust 
in the camp situation. I am going to 
reject that assumption at the very 
outset and assume we all hope that 
each camper will adjust to camp 
and his group.

An Experience in Living 


In a very real sense, most of us 
are lost in a crowd and many young 
people are confused. There is a 
need for a “fix” —a reference point 
—some solid reliable basis for 
judgment. A sound camp experi- 
ence can do much to help one to 
find oneself. I do not expect camp 
directors and staffs to be psychia- 
trists, psychologists, or social work- 
ers, nor do | think that camping is 
therapy. However, camp provides

an experience in living and by vir- 
tue of the fact that young people 
are removed from their usual in- 
fluences, the camp environment can 
provide much that is needed for 
healthful social growth. 

We must first understand the 
community background of our 
campers. There has been a gradual 
change in the character of the com- 
munities in which we live. Leading 
sociologists are greatly concerned 
with what is happening today. 

The concept of community in- 
cludes such ideas as common in- 
terest, interpersonal interaction, and 
common goals, yet our communi- 
ties are fast becoming merely geo- 
graphical rather than human units. 
They consist of bunches of people 
set down in places, with little or no 
communication between them save 
at a most superficial level. There is 
little sharing of the fears and anxie- 
ties, the dreams and aspirations that 
fill people’s lives. Each sits behind 
his picture window watching to see 
what the other will do so that he 
may conform and thereby be ac- 
ceptable—the lamp in the _ right 
place, the decor, and the flowers as 
everyone else has them—but each 
remains afraid and lonely—miles 
apart, usually, trom family, ties,

and real friends. Each one wants 
desperately to be known as an in- 
dividual, to be part of and to have 
human communication but not 
knowing how to reach out to 
achieve it. Each joins groups to 
escape the sense of loneliness but 
within the groups one holds all ofl 
at arms length so as rarely to 
know companionship — fearing, 
while needing, intimacy. This is the 
modern community —there is a 
terrifying need for the human com- 
munity. 

To our camps come the new 
generations of young people who, 
reared in the impersonal communi- 
ties I describe, are lost, alone, and 
afraid. Some are more lost than 
others. Some have learned the arts 
of impersonal living and pay the 
price of conformity to belong to the 
crowd. Some have learned how to 
love and be loved and to be con- 
cerned with others in the human 
community.

Needs of the Lost Child

“How can I be 
more popular?” 

| suggest to you that camp can 
be a significant influence in the lives 
of lost youngsters.

Supplying plenty of 


_ pie pee plenty of hot water 
need no longer be a problem in 
camps. Commercial water heaters 
are available which are designed to 
meet the three major demands for 
hot water: kitchen and dining room, 
shower house, and, sometimes, 
swimming pool. 


The Dining Hall 


The dining hall is where most 
camps have a hot water problem, 
mainly because many camp direc- 
tors are not aware of the large 
amount of water needed at this 
point. Two temperatures of water 
are needed here. General purpose 
hot water for all operations except 
rinsing dishes is maintained at 140 
Sanitizing rinse water must be op- 
erated at 180° to meet sanitation 
codes and for proper performance 
of mechanical dishwashers. 

In order to select the correct type 
and size of a water heater, we must 
first make an accurate forecast of 
hot water needs. Consumption of 
hot water per camper per meal will 
not vary widely. We use 1.8 gallons 
per person per meal as a hot water 
gallonage factor. This 1.8 includes 
water used for food preparation 
time — usually 2'2 hours — mean- 
ing that about 28‘. of the hot 
water supply will be required. 

Next comes the period of great- 
est usage, when approximately 
55‘~ of all hot water will be need- 
ed for dishwashing. This peak may 
last for a single hour or longer, de- 
pending upon duration of dishwash- 
ing operation. During the third, or 
post-meal peak, the remaining 17‘, 
will be required for general clean- 
up of utensils and equipment. This 
lasts for about an hour and a half. 
The dishwashing period — the peak 
load — will require one gallon per 
camper; thus, 300 gallons of dish- 
washing water will be used for 300 
campers. 
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Hot Water

If we supply enough hot water 
for this dishwashing demand, we 
can meet all other demands, as they 
are less. If dishwashing takes two 
hours, we select a water heater with 
an input of 195,000 B.T.U. and a 
storage tank of 120 gallons where 
the cold water supply will be higher 
than 60°. One-half of this water ts 
used for rinsing, the other half for 
general purpose needs. Water heat- 
ing systems are available that will 
give two temperatures of water with 
one heater; or a combination of 
heaters can be used. Complete and 
detailed sizing charts and installa- 
tion diagrams for all sizes of camps 
are available from leading commer- 
cial water heating manufacturers. 


Hot Water for Showers 


Shower house hot water 
will not normally occur at the same 
time as dining hall usage; therefore, 
when the larger of the two require- 
ments is met, one system will be 
ample. Hot water for a shower load 
depends upon number of caripers 
and the time permitted for taking 
showers. A shower head should be 
restricted to draw not more than 
4’ gallons per minute of 105 
water. A shower room with six 
shower heads and allowing 20 min- 
utes to accommodate users, would 
need 6 x 42 x 20, or 540 gallons 
during this time. If shower houses 
are in a number of locations, it may 
be more economical to provide hot 
water at the point of usage rathei 
than installing pipe lines from the 
dining hall or some other central! 
point. 

Hot water demand in the shower 
house is heavy for a short period of 
time. It is, therefore, necessary that 
a storage tank of proper size be 
used to meet this peak demand. 
Water is stored in the tank at 140 
and a mixing valve is used to re-

duce shower temperature to 105 

Without a storage tank, input of 
heater to deliver large 
amounts of hot water in a_ short 
time on an_ instantaneous 
would be uneconomical o1 
the question. The heater would only 
have a 20 minute recovery period 
after showers are started. The stor- 
age tank would have to hold about 
340 gallons to meet a demand load 
of 540 gallons with a water heater 
of 195,000 B.T.U. input and cold 
water supply above 60°.

More and more camps are heat- 
ing swimming pool water for use on 
cool or inclement days, when other- 
wise the pool could not be used. To 
heat a 40,000 gallon pool, a pool 
heater should have an input of 420.- 
OOO B.T.U. Such a heater, fully 
automatic and especially designed 
and constructed for outdoor or in- 
door use, is easy to install by mere- 
ly adding it to a pool's filtering sys- 
tem. No electric wiring is necessary. 


Heaters Available 


Commercial water heaters used in 
camps today are light in weight, 
compact and need minimum atten- 
tion. Though small in physical size, 
they have great input. A heater 27” 
in diameter and 68” high will de- 
liver 400 gallons per hour at 100

horsepower boiler. They are 
proof, easy to install and flexible in 
their use. Heaters average around 
200 pounds in weight so that they 
can be easily disconnected and stor- 
ed in a central, safe place during 
the winter season. They respond in- 
stantly and their efficiency is about 
SOC.

Create better understanding of 
man’s relation to his environment. 

Instill love for and an under- 
standing for others. 

Provide situations leading to 
effective and permanent learning. 

Provide work and fun out-of- 
doors. 

Develop 
and respect for fellow campers. 

Establish and nurture growth in 
moral concepts and spiritual truths. 

This can be an educational chal- 
lenge in all types of camps. 

The ACA has stated its belief 
that “either through private’ or 
public auspices an experience in 
camping should be made available 
to all boys and girls in accordance 
with the ideals, standards and prac- 
tices recommended by ACA and 
the U.S. Office of Education.” 

With such a national organiza- 
tion joining with schools in an ef- 
fort to broaden our educational 
base, the school camp movement 
will no doubt expand with con- 
siderable rapidity during the next 
decades. Paul Harrison of 

Illinois State Teachers 
College showed his’ enthusiasm 
when he said, “School camping has 
proved itself a wise and sound edu- 
cational investment wherever it has 
been attempted. It is a natural and 
thrilling teaching experience.” On

difficulties which have to be over- 
before school camping can 
reach its full potential. 

It seems to me that the very fact 
that looking toward 
camping education is a tribute to 
the years of foundation laying and 
development for which devoted 
camp directors have been responsi- 
ble. It 1s important that the non- 
tax-supported camps continue to 
show leadership in all phases of 
camping progress. Just as the pri- 
vate schools are in most instances 
more flexible and able to pursue 
methods in education which have 
resulted in forward steps for all 
education, so the non-tax supported 
camps can lead the way and set 
the pattern for many improvements 
and successful practices. At the 
same time, they must cherish and 
protect the important early pur- 
that led to the camping 
movement—such as training in ob- 
servation, independence, resource- 
fulness and leisurely acquaintance 
with God’s world.

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Points to Consider in 


Arranging 


AMPER GROUPING may be 

defined as the steps taken by 
the camp administration to arrange 
the living and program units of each 
camper to provide him with maxti- 
mum opportunities for physical. 
emotional and social adjustment. 

After many years of growth, our 
camp initiated a program to care- 
fully study and pre-arrange our 
cabin groups. We were satisfied 
enough with the experiment to con- 
tinue it. Heres how we feel we 
have profited from our new sys- 
tem: 

1. We are primed for children 
with problems. We are able to de- 
termine in advance who will need 
the most sensitive, most experienced 
counselors. Matching counselor and 
camper is one of the crucial facets 
in the grouping process. 

2. We found a greater carry over 
value of structurally sound cabin 
groups from the summer to the 
year-round program of our Young 
Men’s and Women’s Hebrew Asso- 
ciation, Several, almost intact,

cabin groups formed clubs in the 
association’s teenage division. 

3. Programming quality during 
the first experimental season seem- 
ed to be of a higher order. Camper 
involvement in cabin planning and 
program planning was stepped up.

4. Parents of new campers have 
been commenting favorably on our 
grouping process. Time and again 
they ve said “I’m amazed that you 
are giving my child this much time 
and attention.” 

Our camp. Laurel Y. Is a 
dent camp for boys and girls 9-14 
years old. It is operated by the 
Young Men's and Young Women’s 
Hebrew Associations of Pittsburgh, 
and has a capacity of 144 children 
who attend for 26 days. Children 
are housed in a decentralized unit 
arrangement—six cabins to a unit 
—six to eight campers in a cabin 
—two units for boys and twe for

girls. Each cabin counselor ts dt- 
rectly responsible to a Unit Head. 
A senior counselor in each unit as- 
sists the Unit Head. 

For the most part, planning, pro- 
gram, decision-making are carried 
out on a cabin group basis, al- 
though on occasion there are free- 
choice activities, and inter-cabin or 


Inter-unit programs. 


Pre-Camp Information 


In order to arrange for proper 
cabin grouping, we need certain 
information. Reports of a veteran 
camper’s previous years’ experl- 
ences are studied and his parents 
are asked to fill out a question- 
naire which we check for more re- 
cent details. 

An interviewer, visiting new 
campers and their parents, guides 
questions into certain areas which 
will help in making grouping deci- 
sions. Interview results are studied 
by a Unit Head who then sub- 
divides his 36 campers into cabins, 
each designed to form a harmonious 
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living and planning group with an 
assigned counselor most suited to 
guide the campers. 

Results of the interview and other 
information is pulled together and 
classified according to 15 specified 
areas. These areas make up group- 
ing criteria and are used as guide 
lines in a flexible approach to or- 
ganizing each group. The areas are: 

Age—We try to avoid an age 
spread of greater than about 14-15 
months in each cabin grouping. 

Weight, height, physical develop- 
ment—If a child is unusually heavy, 
thin, tall or short, and indicates 
sensitivity in this respect, we assign 
him to a cabin having others with 
the same problem. 

Stated preferences—We make 
possible for a camper and his par- 
ents to make a choice of cabin 
mates. But at the same time, we 
give no assurance that any two 
campers will be in the same cabin. 
When two campers want to be to- 
gether we weigh the relationship in 
terms of meaning to each other, to 
the cabin, and to the unit. 

School grade and achievement— 
We study variation of school grade 
and academic achievement. We try 
to keep all cabin mates within a 
grade level of about one year, and 
to avoid grouping a child in the 
exceptional class with those who 
do borderline work in school. 


Balance of Personalities 


\ggressive personahitis traits — 
We avoid arranging cabins made 
up wholly of aggressively-oriented 
youngsters. They often have more 
energy than can be consumed by a 
camp program, which results in the 
group devising their own outlets— 
raiding cabins, sneaking off grounds, 
etc. Further, there is risk that such 
campers will become engaged in a 
running battle to out-do each other. 
We seek, in most instances, to 
strike a reasonable balance between 
the aggressively and passively ort- 
ented campers. 

Passive personality traits — We 
observed that under certain condi- 
tions, we could arrange to group 
campers together who are, in dif- 
ferent degrees, passively oriented. 
For some reasons, retiring young- 
sters in the socio-economic strata 
from which we draw our clientele, 
are under constant pressure to al- 
ways “keep up,” to be as good or

Time, Effort, Staff 


Is the grouping process practical 
for the camp administrator who ts 
already hard pressed for time, ef- 
fort and staff? This can only be 
answered by a camp administrator 
himself. Although we are using 
what seems to be an_ elaborate 
method of placing children, we 
have found that it is not only possi- 
ble but mandatory, in the light of 
benefits derived by campers in the 
areas Of adjustment, program en- 
hancement, good public relations, 
higher enrollment, and inducement 
to join our year-round club  pro- 
gram. A camp that is not agency or 
community one that 
works on a different philosophy, or 
one that does not have a decentra- 
lized physical setting, would have 
to weigh, somewhat differently, fac- 
tors involved in initiating such a 
grouping process. 

To institute a new = approach. 
when it carries with it no guaran- 
tees, brings charges of “regimenta- 
tion” from laymen, and reluctance 
from parents, to go along with it, 
is asking a great deal. To carry it 
forward requires much conviction 
of the importance of intelligent and 
informed planning of camper rela- 
tionships and activities.

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How One Camp Director 
Went About 


Solving 


Camp Laundry 


Problems 


‘LEAN CLOTHES, fresh bed 
Cc linen, plenty of clean towels 
and kitchen linens are necessary for 
a healthy camp and important for 
good morale. But, getting camp 
laundry done often turns into a 
season-long nuisance for all con- 
cerned. Commercial laundries may 
lose items, often don't pick up and 
deliver on time, sometimes tear 
clothing or return poorly finished 
jobs. The laundries are not always 
at fault. In many instances, camps 
are located in resort areas and local 
concerns are not able to handle 
peak season loads. 

Doing the laundry at camp can 
also be troublesome—if you don’t 
have the proper equipment. Com- 
mercial-size equipment is too big 
for most camps’ requirements—and 
too expensive. Laundry equipment 
designed for home use can't stand 
up to the camp work load. 

But there is a happy solution to 
this problem. The editors of Camp- 
ing Magazine recently interviewed 
a camp director who has solved his 
camp laundry problems. His solu- 
tion may be just the one you are 
seeking. 

Fred Williams, owner and direc- 
tor of Camp Cayuga, Honesdale, 
Pa., last season installed a UniMac 
Twin 202 washer-extractor combi- 
nation and dryer. It is manufac- 
tured by UniMac Co., 723 Ponce 
de Leon Place. NE, Atlanta 6, Ga. 
Here are his answers to questions 
on his laundry operation: 
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Q: What did you do about laun- 
dry before you installed UniMac’? 


Mr. Williams: We sent it out to a 
commercial laundry. It was return- 
ed in 10 days—or longer. We used 
this plan for about four years. 


Q: What were the reasons you 
changed to UniMac’? 


Mr. Williams: The chief reason 
was loss of clothing. We were con- 
stantly contacting the laundry about 
that. And, we were concerned about 
the additional cost to parents for 
outfitting campers. They had to 
send extra clothing with each child 
but campers still ran out of clean 
clothes. 


Q: How many people do you do 
laundry for? 


Mr. Williams: We have 330 in 
camp—260 campers divided equal- 
ly between boys and girls and the 
balance are counselors and staff. 


Q: Please tell us how your 
laundry handling is organized. 


Mr. Williams: We divide the 
whole camp into three groups. 
Every day we do a third of the 
camp laundry. We wash it, dry it 
and get it back to the campers the 
same day. This cuts the amount of 
clothing necessary down to a mini- 
mum. And, we always have clean 
clothes. 

Each camper has his own laun- 
dry bag. Individual bags are put in

| told her the only opening was in 
the laundry, she convinced me thal 
she could do the job—and she cer- 
tainly did!

Q@: How about costs? 


Mr. Williams: Initial cost of the 
equipment was between $1200 to 
$1400. Installation was very simple. 
The operator's salary was $500 fo1 
eight weeks. I do not have exact 
figures on soap, hot water, etc., but 
the total cost was well within rea- 
son. And our satisfaction with the 
equipment overshadows the 
completely.

Fire 
Insurance 


By Sidney M. Alexander 


ANY CAMP directors have 
only a very sketchy under- 


standing of fire insurance matters 
affecting their camps. Such words 
as “coinsurance” and “80%. or 
90° clause” are a mysterious 
formula. 

Some states have standard fire in- 
surance clauses which require that 
property insured be covered for at 
least 80‘. of its value. Failing this, 
the insured becomes a “‘co-insurer.” 

The property owner who carries 
80‘- of the insured value of his 
property can collect the actual 
amount of his loss, up to the face 
amount of the policy. For example. 
suppose you suffer a $4,000 fire 
loss. If the insured value of the 
property is $10,000 and you carry 
$8,000 of insurance, which is 80°, 


you will recover the full $4,000 of 


the actual loss. 

On the other hand, if your prop- 
erty had insurable value of $15,- 
OOO and you carried $8,000 of in- 
surance instead of $12,000 (the 
80°. figure), then instead of col- 
lecting the full $4,000 of such a 
loss, you would get only a part. 

The computation is simple. It 
you are insured for $8,000 and you 
should have been insured for $12,- 
OOO, you have two-thirds of the 
proper amount. Two-thirds of the 
$4,000 loss in this example is $2,- 
667.00. This is the amount which 
the insurance company is required 
to pay. The loss of $1,333.00 has 
to be borne by you. You were un- 
derinsured for at least one-third of 
that required. To that extent you 
became a “coinsurer.” 

Coinsurance is a method of 
spreading cost of insurance among 
all policy holders in an equitable 
way. Coinsurance, however, affects 
the rate charged just as much as do 
the hazards, the protection against 
fire, as well as the insurable value 
of the property.

Music is the Heart of Camp 


USIC seems to enhance every 

activity in a Camp program. 
A good music counselor is, we be- 
lieve, one of the best investments 
in camp. Let us consider the bene- 
fits of music to campers as well as 
to the camp. 

In the first place, a repertoire of 
songs well chosen and learned pro- 
vides memories for a camper to take 
home and live with for years. Sing- 
ing seems to warm friendships. It 
brings about a feeling of belonging. 
If the music can be featured prop- 
erly in evening programs, special 
events, council fires and daily camp 
life, it becomes a vitally exciting 
and educational program for camp- 
ers and a selling potential for the 
camp. 


Handling the Monotone 


We do not have to be obvious in 
choosing voices at camp. A mono- 
tone may be gradually quieted down 
so that no feelings are hurt and the 
music is still acceptable. Although 
some children seem to be born with 
pure tones and others to have no 
hold on melody, nearly everyone 
likes to hum or sing and needs to 
do so. 

If there is a top-heavy section of 
monotones, the easy-to play and in- 
expensive instruments available to- 
day are usually fascinating to this 
group. Also, the group of mono- 
tones or those who do not want to 
sing at first can always be appoint- 
ed to a Music Committee in charge 
of record listening or special events. 
These campers may have a great 
deal of fun selecting records and 
stories and working out special mus- 
ic activities. It is a responsibility 
which should give them equal status 
and make them feel important to 
the group. 

Creativity in music is almost nat- 
ural to some children with large 
imaginations. They enjoy making 
up camp stories which can be used 
as the lyrics for the music from 
well known songs. Just as they like 
to create characters in playlets, so

own words to a familiar tune or 
song that belongs to their camp. 
Camp seems to be the place to 
create in many ways but when it Is 
done in music it appears to bring 
about a great deal of happiness fo. 
the child. 


Group Singing 


To teach singing at camp — or 
to any group of people, young or 
old — there are certain fundamen- 
tal ideas or rules which the song 
leader might be wise to follow. 

1. Always choose your selection 

wisely — fitting the time, occasion 
and mood of the singers. 
2. Have your song thoroughly 
learned — both words and music 
— before attempting to introduce 
it. 

3. Do not teach line by line but 
by the whole song method, letting 
the singers join you as they are 
ready. 

4. Indicate by simple gestures 
the speed and accent of your song. 
There is no need for elaborate con- 
ducting in group singing. 

5. Speak the words of the song 
in rhythm. This 1s an excellent way 
to bridge the gap between just say- 
ing the words and singing the song. 

6. Do not let your singers tire 
of a song on the first presentation 
but let it rest after a few tries and 
come back to it another day. Dram- 
atize the words. This is always a 
quick, effective way for singers to 
comprehend the meaning of a song. 

7. Wherever possible, use simple 
melodic and accompaniment instru- 
ments. 

8. Try whistling, clapping, tap- 
ping, simple creative dance steps. 

9. Keep your singing time a hap- 
py, creative time for all and you 
will find your campers taking their 
singing into all phases of camp life 
—both work and play.

perience. Some of these are: xylo- 
phone, chimes or bells, flutophones, 
recorders or any simple horn-like 
instrument. A second group in- 
cludes the percussion family such as 
the drum, tambourine, triangle, 
maracas and cymbals. The first 
mentioned are the simple melodic 
type. They are thought of as pre- 
band instruments. By learning the 
C major scale plus B flat and F 
sharp a child may play a great 
number of selections. An even 
easier way to use these melodic in- 
struments is to have campers play 
descants. This introduces harmony 
in an easy, effective way. 

The second group of instruments 
are the accompaniment or rhythm 
instruments. The chords on an 
autoharp are few and simple and 
with little practice a child can learn 
to accompany a song with correct 
harmonies. It 1s excellent ear train- 
ing. The other instruments certain- 
ly have their appeal and usually fit 
into some part of each song, keep- 
ing the rhythm and time. 


Children Sing at Home 


One of our most frequent reports 
from parents after camp has closed 
is that their child sings a great deal 
more at home and that he has learn- 
ed so many songs. 

If a camper attends other camps 
later or is a part of any recreational 
group during the year, he has a bas- 
ic repertoire that should make him 
feel at home with others who have 
had similar experiences. He may 
also pass on songs to others and 
feel that he is helping to make 
someone happy. 

Music is, we believe, a liaison be- 
tween campers and_ staff which 
opens the way for better participa- 
tion and better learning in the other 
activities which a camp presents.

American Camp Week is ob- 
served each year, May I-8. 

During this period, the American 
Camping Association, its various 
Sections, and others connected with 
camping, will strive, through dis- 
plays, posters, announcements, etc.., 
to show Americans that camping 
for youth is a valuable adjunct to 
the building of a strong nation. 

But, “the national effort is suc- 
cessful only to the extent that local 
Sections do their jobs .. .” To 
that end, here are some suggested 
methods for promoting American 
Camp Week in your area: 

Prepare a_ picture” story for 
library bulletin boards showing 
local camp activities with 
children. Provide “take one” ques- 
tion and answer brochures, and 
display a number of books on 
camping. 

Ask your local radio and TV 
Stations to donate time for several 
one-minute spot announcements, o1 
station break announcements, dur- 
ing the week. Local 
dramatic workshops may be _ in- 
terested in working with the Sec- 
tion on this project. For example, 
as a result of “mushrooming” in- 
terest in family camping, Spring- 
field College, Springfield, Mass..

Camping and You,” to acquaint the 
public with facilities available to 
them for use and enjoyment of their 
families. 

Write a series of stories or an- 
nouncements for daily release in 
your local newspapers. A continu- 
ing photo story depicting various 
camp activities is sure to catch in-

Invite your town’s people to attend 
an evening of exhibi- 
tions, movies, slides, speeches, and 
skits on different phases of camp- 
ing. 

Have local camp representative: 
on hand to answer questions in de- 
tail, along with a few 
campers who will relate their camp 
experiences. You'll want to round 
up a few experts to speak on the 
important role of camping in 
American life. Authorities on fami- 
ly camping, camping for the handi- 
capped, church and school camp- 
ing, etc., will round out the circle. 
End this open-house evening with 
refreshments and general discussion,

Very busy, active and enthusias- 
tic people have worked long and 
hard as Public Relations Chairmen 
in behalf of ACA, trying to get 
their message of camping to legis- 
lators, educators, and the general 
public. Results have not equaled 
time and effort. We, in camping, 
are talented in many fields, but the 
highly competitive field of Public 
Relations demands skills beyond 
the capacity of people busy in 
camping programs. 

Here are of the 
yet unmet in camping: 

|. ACA membership still repre- 
sents only approximately 28‘; of 
the estimated number of camps in 
the country. 

2. Less than 15‘; of the children 
in Our country attend camp in any 
year. 

3. The general public is still un- 
aware of the real values of a camp- 
ing experience. 

4. Legislators, educators and 
others are not aware of camps and 
often do not recognize them as in- 
struments contributing to the de- 
velopment of youth. As a result, 
serious threats through legislation 
and/or extending school terms, etc.. 
must be individually dealt with. 

5. Foundations, with their great 
resources and interest in youth, 
have done little to finance our pro- 
grams through studies, research 
and training. Yet, such programs 
would fit their published purposes. 

Recognizing the need for and the 
importance of a Public Relations 


some needs as 
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program, the ACA Board commis- 
sioned the Public Relations Com- 
mittee to study the problem and 
submit a program for consideration. 

A great many professional Public 
Relations companies, individuals. 
and kindred associations were con- 
tacted and finally an excellent re- 
port was presented to the Executive 
Committee, who in turn studied it 
and recommended its passage to the 
Board. The program, with some re- 
finements, unanimously ap- 
proved. 

The 1958-59 budget had previ- 
ously been approved and did not 
include finances for the program. 
Cost of the Public Relations pro- 
gram will be $15,000. The Board 
feels that to delay the program 
would be unwise during these im- 


Was 


portant times. We _ believe the 
membership and Sections will sup- 
port the program when they are 
aware of it. This was substantiated 
In a magnificent manner by a small 
yroup of camp members who gave 
generously on an informal basis at 
the St. Paul concention 

Thus, the ACA Board ts asking 
the membership to support the pro- 
gram in its first year through volun- 
tary contributions. Once off the 
ground, it is our considered opinion 
that it will support itself through 
increased membership, enthusiastic 
response of camps and Foundation 
grants. 

All members and Sections will 
hear from the ACA president and 
it is hoped their response and gen- 
erosity will be spontaneous and 
enthusiastic. Once again, we have 
reached a milestone in our growth 
and again we present the program 
to membership for a final decision 
and action.

Informal Worship at Camp 


By William H. Crutchfield 


T CAN BE safely said that a camper wiil try to steer 
| clear of anything formal. He prefers dungarees to 
dress clothes, the out-of-doors to a classroom, and 
hamburgers to fancy hors d’oeuvers. Why then, would 
it not seem logical for him to choose a natural, simple 
form of worship over a more formal and complicated 
type? 

How can this informal worship be used effectively 
at camp? 

The task is half over when staff has been hired. It 
is natural for a camper to try to emulate his favorite 
counselor. If every counselor is worthy of emulation 
the problem is solved; yet one “bad apple” can spoil 
the efforts of 50 counselors. Careful selection of camp 
staff through personal interviews can reduce _ the 
chances of getting a “bad apple.” It is extremely difh- 
cult for a prospective counselor to give a trumped-up 
version of his philosophy concerning God and his 
Creation during an interview. Every staff member 
should know from the very beginning that he must live 
a sermon in everything he does, says, and thinks. 

With an excellent staff selected, the second step in 
encouraging effective worship begins. Spiritual and 
moral conflicts of adolescents and younger boys and 
girls are as numerous as the campers themselves. Yes, 
campers have individual differences. How, then, can a 
camp staff deal with a hundred or more different 
problems all at once? 

The answer can be relatively simple. Almost every 
camper loves the friendly atmosphere of camp. He 1s 
thrilled by the great natural beauty of the place, the 
grandeur of the mountains, rushing streams and water- 
falls, glorious sunsets, flowers and wildlife of surround- 
ing forests. All of these were created by God, and in 
a sense they are God. Help campers to “seek Him 
where He may be found.”

A council fire can lift hearts to high ideals, and 
even “Unto the hills from whence cometh our help.” 
A story of adventure and heroism can point the way 
so clearly, where a lengthy sermon might fail entirely. 
A quiet, unhurried stroll with a counselor-buddy calms 
emotions and feeds the soul as satisfactorily as a hymn. 
A new sunlit day is the answer to a camper’s prayet 
for safe-keeping. A cool, refreshing rain may spoil 
some activities, yet it is a handiwork of God. 

Staff members can point out the association of the 
natural with the spiritual by using these tangible ideas 
for worship. 

Each camp director’s hope should be that every 
camper will turn away with a better understanding 
that, “The earth is the Lord’s and the fullness there of: 
the world and they that dwell therein.” Tell the camper 
about his Creator, show him what He created, and 
above all else, make him a part of this magnificent 
Creation.
